from 4 to 15, were taken in by 
a neighbor as the Edgely and 
Levittown 
2 
Fire 
Companies 
fought the fire. Also given shel­ 
ter was the boarder, 
Joseph 
McMurtrie, 27. 


The fire was brought under 
control at noon, about an hour 


after the alarm was given, but 
smoke continued to pour out of 
the two-story structure for some 
time afterwards. 


Furniture Destroyed 
The downstairs was complete­ 
ly burned. A brand-new TV set 
and a clothes dryer were melt­ 
ed, all the furniture was de­ 
stroyed, and every window was 
broken. In a downstairs bed­ 


room where the fire originated, 
the bed was completely con­ 
sumed. A serving cart was de­ 
stroyed; but a statue of 
the 
Virgin Mary atop the cart was 
only blackened. 


The damage to 
the 
second 
floor was nearly as extensive. 
Every item of clothing, except 
what they were wearing, was 
destroyed. As they watched the 


firemen from the home of John 
Kunz, 50 Grapevine Road. Mrs. 
Janiszewski and her 
children 
stood in pajamas and shoeless. 


To Second Floor 


Jack Wright, captain of the 
Levittown company, 
said the 
fire burned through the walls 
of 
an 
adjoining 
bed 
room, 
spread into the living room and 


kitchen, then climbed to the 
second floor. 


Mrs. Janiszewski was in bed 
when one of her children burst 
into the room to tell her that 
six-year-old Dennis had set fire 
to a bed.

SWEEPING AFTER DAWN RAIDS 
FBI Arrests 20 In 3 Miss. Slayings 


MERIDIAN. Miss. (UPI) — 
Twenty 
persons, 
including 
a 
Mississippi sheriff, his deputy, 
a policeman and a fundamen­ 
talist preacher, were arrested 
today by FBI agents in connec­ 
tion with the slaying of three 
civil rights workers last sum­ 
mer. 


A 21st suspect was sought. 
Federal agents began a se­ 
ries of lightning-like arrests in 
several towns* at dawn and by 
11:30 a m. EST had rounded up 
all but one of the 21 persons 
charged in connection with the 
case, 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver said most of those arrested 
were members or sympathizers 
with the Ku Klux Elan. One of 
tin* suspects was the ‘ Exalted 
Cyclops*” of a local Klan chap­ 
ter, 


The three workers, two of 
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them white New Yorkers and 
one a Mississippi Negro, disap­ 
peared at nearby Philadelphia, 
Miss., last June 21. Their bod­ 
ies were found buried in an 
earthen dam in early August. 
The FBI has been investigating 
the case intensively. 


The state of Mississippi had 
been 
expected 
to 
file 
some 
murder charges in the case, 
but declined at the last minute. 
It was reported the entry of in­ 
tegration leader Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. in discussions on 
the case with Hoover kept the 
state from getting involved. 


Officers Under Arrest 


Neshoba County Sheriff Law­ 
rence Rainey, 41, and Deputy 
Sheriff Cecil Price, 26, were 
among the first arrested. When 
they returned early this morn­ 
ing from a liquor raid (Missis­ 
sippi is legally dry) they found 
FBI agents waiting for them at 
the brick County Courthouse in 
Philadelphia. 


The two officers were imme­ 
diately placed under arrest.

Belinsky, the free - wheeling 
southpaw who had been in the 
Angels’ doghouse since his skir­ 
mish with Los Angeles sports 
writer Braven Dyer in a Wash­ 
ington hotel room, was suspend­ 
ed without pay when he refused 
to report to Hawaii of the Pa­ 
cific Coast League following the 
incident. 


It was a foregone conclusion 
the Angels would deal him off 
for the best offer arid the Phil­ 
lies came up with it in Shock­ 
ley and May. 


Shockley, a 22-year-old first 
baseman, batted .281 for Arkan­ 
sas of the Pacific Coast League 
last season and had 36 homers 
and 112 runs batted in. May, a 
19-year-old southpaw, posted a 
4-2 record with Indianapolis and 
had a 2.77 earned run average 


Belinsky, who will be 28 on 
Monday, won nine games and 
lost eight before his suspension 
and had a 2.87 earned run aver­ 
age. 


He catapulted into national 
prominence when he pitched a 
no-hit, no-run game against the 
Baltimore Orioles on May 5, 
1962, and became a familiar fig­ 
ure in the big league night spots 
shortly thereafter.

BOMBAY, India (UPI)—Pope 
Paul VI took his pilgrimage of 
peace and charity through the 
streets of Bombay today to the 
deafening cheers of more than 
a million Indians. 
In sweltering 80-degree weath­ 
er, his red shoes splattered with 
the mud of the city’s slums, the 
pontiff visited in rapid - fire 
order a church, an orphanage, 
two schools and a hospital. 


He was visibly tired from the

The Pope has de­ 
scribed himself as ‘‘an apostle 
on the move.” 


‘‘We come to you as a mes­ 
senger of Jesus and His teach­ 
ings.” the Pope said in one of 
several speeches along the way.
